Three Reasons* WHy 

The people of Kentucky should 
adopt the new Constitution. The 
first reason is that the whole spirit 
and purpose of the instrument is to 
guard and protect the rights and 
interests of the people, and put it 
forever out of the power of all cor- 
porations and other moneyed combi- 
nations to oppress the plain people 
and honest laborers of the State. All 
that the people have to do to know 
that the new Constitution will have 
this effect is to pet a copy of it and 
read it. Two hundred thousand 
copies have been printed in 
pamphlet form and distributed 
throughout every neighborhood in 
the State so that the people may read 
it for themselves, and know for a cer- 
tainty that the highest purpose of the 
new Constitution is 1 3 put it out of 
the power of any and all corporations 
and moneyed combinations to oppress 
the laboring and producing classes 
any longer. They have already 
oppressed the people long enough- 
The people have groaned under 
these burdens long enough, and the 
adoption of the new Constitution will 
proclaim the freedom of the laboring 
classes from the power of their task- 1 
masters. After it is adopted all j 
banks and railroads and mining 
companies and other moneyed powers 
and monopolies will have to pay 
taxes on all they are worth, just like 
the poor man will have to pay taxes 
on what his little farm and cow are 
worth, and this will lighten the bur- 
den of taxation on the poor, 
when these rich corporations can no 
longer hide their wealth, but must 
list it all with the assessor, and pay 
taxes in proportion to their wealth. 
This is but fair, and will reduce the 
rate of taxation on all, while it will 
put more taxes into the Treasury 
than have heretofore been collected 
under the old system, which in one 
way or anotherallowed the wealthy 
corporations to own millions but 
only pay taxes on thousands, while 
the poor man had no power to keep 
from paying taxes on his only horse 
and cow. 

In addition many of the rich cor- 
porations, especially the mining 
companies, have heretofore been in 
the habit of paying their laborers in 
tickets or checks payable in goods at 
the stores of the companies, which 
checks could not be cashed elsewhere 
for more then 80 cents to the dollar. 
This was but a scheme resorted to by 
the companies to compel the laborers 
to take their pay in goods at an enor- 
mous profit. The new Constitution 
nips this little schemo of oppression 
in the bud, and provides that the 
laborers shall be paid in nothing but 
money, and that he shall be free to 
purchase his bread, meat and cloth- 
ing wherever he can get them cheap- 
est. Every wage-worker in Ken- 
tucky should vote for 
which with a strong hand will deli 
him and his from the power of I 
oppressor. 

In the second place, the 
stitution further protects 
and privileges of the plaii 



it will be impossible for anyone to 
see that he delivers the vote accord- 
ing to contract. But the great 
achievement which the laborer 
gains by this provision is that he 
will no longer be subject to the 
insult of those who would be base 
enough to attempt to purchase 
his vote; there will no longer be any 
such thing as degrading free citizens 
by attempts to purchase their votes. 
In the very nature of things there 
.will be no market for the purchase of 
votes or the offering of bribes at 
elections. There will be no votes for 
sale, and no purchasers in the market, 
for the purchasers will find it out of 
his power to see that the goods are 
delivered. What a glorious day this 
will be for the poor man, when he 
can feel assured that he can walk 
erect to the polls and cast his vote 
like a free man without being sub- 
jected to any insult from those who 
have heretofore been the proud op- 
pressors of the poor! 

In the third place, the new Consti- 
tution ought to be accepted by 
every man in the State who has a 
child to educate in the common 
schools, as it turns into the school 
fund the entire $600,000 which Ken- 
tucky will shortly receive from the 
Federal Government under a recent 
act of Congress. Fifty other reasons 
might, bo given why the new Constitu- 
tion should be adopted, but thesethree 
are enough to show that the docu- 
ment has been especially prepared to 
guard and protect the rights, honor 
and interests of the masses of the peo- 
ple against oppression by the cor- 
porations and moneyed powers of the 
land, and in this way do even-hand- 
ed justice by all. It ought to be 
adopted by 100,000 majority.

Coroner 
Dehoney was notified and held an 
inquest upon the body, the jury re- 
turning a verdict of death from 
heart failure, superinduced by hard 
drink. 



Republican Convention. 

In pursuance to a call of the 
Chairman of the County Committee, 
the Republicans of Franklin county 
met at the Court House Monday 
afternoon for the purpose of appoint- 
ing delegates to the State Convention 
which meets at Lexington on the 
20th inst.
